“Palm Beach County merchants, 
‘` business men and ` residents were 
saved a $150,000 annual increase 
in transportation expenses this 
year through the victory of the 
Palm Beach County Freight Traf- 
fic Bureau in two recent motor car- 
rier freight rate actions. 

James W. Lee, director of the lo- 
cal freight traffic bureau, reported 
that he had recieved notices from 
two motor carri™ freight rate- 
making agencies disapproving rate 
Proposals to add a surcharge of 
$1.00 per shipmenf on all shipments 
of. less than 1,000 pounds. 

Both surcharges have been vig- 


orously opposed by the local bureau | 


through letters of objection and 

|. Personal appearances at the hear- 
ings of the General Rate Commit- 
tees of the carrier agencies. 

Lee said that Southern Motor 
Carriers Rate Conference docket 
0004918 was the “most onerous” of 
the two proposals because it would 
have applied the full $1.00" sur- 
charge on all the affected -ship- 
ments from the eastern seaboard 
points to this area. The other pro- 
posals, Central and Southern Motor 
Freight, Tariff. Association docket 
13341, was not as “burdensome”, 
- Lee said because it would , have 
been published in place of the pres- 
ent surcharge which amounts to 
approximately 79 cefits per cwt. 

“The traffic bureau is categori- 
cally opposed to the surcharge 
method of rate-making,” Lee said, 
“and takes firm and aggressive ac- 
tion wheneyer’ surcharges are pro- 
posed as a method of 
freight rates and whehever the 
attempts are made to raise the 
minimum charge.” He explained 
that over 80 per cent of the inter- 
state truck shipments entering 
Palm Beach County weigh 1,000 
pounds or less.
